found only on the east bank of the Nile, 
and pyramids only on the west 1 
this is the rule, not without exceptions. 
ancient Egyptian lisks were one mall’ 
monoliths, 8 were all quarried at Syene, on 
the banks of the Nile, about 650 miles from 
the sea, where there. exists an enormous 
mass of rock known as syenite, celebrated 
for its hardness, freedom from cracks and 
veins of foreign matter, and susceptible of 
the most beautiful polish. 
It has been asserted that the climate of 
Egypt is more favorable for the preservation 
syenite than thatof Paris, London, and 
New York. I contest the accuracy of this 
assertion. The wonderful preservation of 
the Egyptian monuments is due to the ma- 
terial of which they are made, and not the 
climate. 
IN EGYPT 
heavy dews accumulate in the summer 
autumn, when the a is almost cloud- 
less and the sun puts forth its greatest heat. 
The moistened surfaces are acted on by the 
powerful rays of the morning sun, and, as is 
universally the case where there are heat and 
moisture, re will be decay. Thus it is that 
the eastern and southern sides of the monu- 
ments all along the Northern coast of Africa 
show signs of disintegration, while the western 
and northern sides, remain more or less un- 
injured. You have observed that the hiero- 
giyphics on two of the sides of our obelisk 
are perfect, while on the other they are more 
or less obliterated. This is not — to the 
Storms ot the desert, as has been stated. 
because the most perfect side was facing the 
southwest, from which direction the most 
severe -storms of Alexandria invariably 
come. The same conditions that caused the 
detacement of two sides in Egypt exist in 
New York, but under different circum- 
stances and to a less degree, Itis only dur- 
ing the summer afternoons, after the thun- 
der-showers, that the sun has an opportunity 
to exert her most powerful influence on the 
moist surface. This is reason I have 
turned the worst side of the obelisk to the 
west, to receive — injury may result 
from the same cause. Many — inter- 
ested iu the preservation of the hieroplyphies 
as they are have expressed some anxiety as 
to the effect of severe cold following rapidly 
a heavy rain. I have no hesitation in assert- 
ing that we have little to fear from that 
cause.

Damage Done by the Fioods—Defeat of 
the Prohibitionista in the City Elec- 
py — News-ltems, 


„ April B.—Rock River is now 
gradually falling. and, as the water settles, we 
are enabled to see in many places what damage 
has been done. Although our citizens have suf- 
fered great loss of property, still in this they 
have been more fortunate than other places: 
and then, too, no lives have been lost,—which 
is certainly a remarkable fact when 
we take into consideration the many bazard- 
ous pesitions to which humanity has been sub- 
jected. The water has been higher than the old- 
est inhabitants remember, and during the past 
week probably 75,000. 000, 000 gallons of waste 
water have passed between the two outside 
abutments of the city bridge. The water-power 
manufacturers and employés have been greatly 
damaged. the one by loss and destruction of 
property, the other by the absolute suspension 
of busipess. Business- men on the power have 
doubt:ess been damaged to the extent of $25,000 
or $30,000; while the employés have of course 
suffered a share, for over 1,000 hands have beer 
idie ever since the floods commenced. The sor- 
eral ice-dealers of the city have lost considera- 
bie. Last winter there were stored away some 
15,000 or 20,000 tons; and it is fair to presume that 
a large sharc of the upper-river ice—that tur- 
nished to dwellings—has been washed away. 
What Rockford citizens will do next summer re- 
mains to be seen, for the balance of the frozen 
luxury that is left in the houses is so much ex- 
posed to the sun and air by the side walls 
and roofs falling that it is honeycomb- 
ing very rapidly, and will be a total 
loss. The proprietors of these houses have lost 
not less than $5,000 or $6,000. Some of the deal- 
ers have already made contracts for the season 
to their full capacity, and will necessarily have 
to fulfill their engagements. Farm ers and resi- 
dents along the Rock, Pecatonica, and Kishwau- 
kee Rivers, in this county, have been damaged 
toa great extent; and,as manyof them are 
peor, it will require a hard summer's work to re- 
pay for the destruction sustained by the waste 
of water. It was certainly a heartrending sight 
to see these families driven from home co find 
refuge under the roof of sofne hospitable friend. 
The length and severity of the past winter have 
caused many of these people to undergo great 
hardsbips, and, — as they were looking for 
brighter scenes, ey ase met b 

ingly more terrible n its power.

loss through the rapid rise, owing to the 
fact that they were unable to find 
other places to put their goods. Wher- 
ever there was a vacant store or building, it was 
soon filled with valuable merchandise. While 
people in the city think they have suffered fully 
enou they know but little about it, for farm- 
ers throughout the country will reap untold 
hardships. The past winter has been one 
marked by its phenomenal snow-storms, which 
in a great measure have hindered country -peo- 
ple from coming to the city for provisions for 
several weeks ata time; and, when these cleared, 
the floods followed, carrying away bridges in 
many places: and thus they are again dctained 
at home. This they might possibly endure were 
they able to with their spring-work. 
The country-peopie are not only four weeks be- 
hind im this, But in some instances those farmers 
who sowed wiuter-wheat and rye have had the 
saine covered in waterto the depth of five and 
six feet. The bard bank ot the river has been 
washed away, and, of course, large gullies will 
be found through these fertile tieids of sprout- 
ing grain. The farmer is much to be pitied, and 
it L hoped by all that he may yet be amply com- 
pensated. 

The above condition of things was plainly to 
be seen by a party of men who took the first 
trip up the river on the steamer Blanche, on the 
occasion when the boat was started out in 
search of the bodies of the men who went over 
the Beloitdam. The water stretches to a great 
width, in some places Over a mile and a half. 
This large body of water all has to pass between 
the two outside abutments of the city bridge, 
which are about 640 feet upart,—so that it neces- 
sarily rushes over the dum a few rods below at a 
furious rate, thus forming a magniticent scene, 
an equal to which bas scarcely, if ever, been 
witnessed in this part of the country. 

The great excitement over the city election 
bas now somewhat abated, and the ladies do not 
enjoy in the least their first political defeat.

A very large vote 
was ‘polled, principally owing to the fact that the 
water- power was shut down, and that 1.000 men 
were free to participate in ‘the fight. At night 
the men congregated at the several book-stores, 
while the female portion of the community as- 
sembied at Red Ribbon Hall, to get the returns.

The Prohibitionists were 
thankfuleven forthis, and departed for their 
homes. The experience of Rockford tadies will 
probably be a warning to those of other places, 
for our women do not enjoy very much the Sait 
River voyage.

GROWING LIBERALISM IN THE SOUTH. 

The mere promise of a general change of 
public sentiment at the South to the extent 
of a frank and honest recognition of the 
right of the blacks of freedom to vote and 
the freedom to have their votes counted is 
not, we know, regarded as of much value. 
The stand taken by Mahone, and the appeal 
made to others like him at the South to 
break the chains by which all freedom of po- 
litical thought and action is fettered, fails to 
excite any enthusiasm at the North, because 
there is but weak faith in its success. Sixty 
years of practical control of the Government 
enabled the South to subordinate all inter- 
ests and policies to slavery. Slavery ruled 
the politics of the country at the North and 
the South, and the submission to its demands 
was even more abject at the North than at 
the South. The abolition of slavery was re- 
garded by the oligarchy as the most cruel 
of all the penalties of the War, and 
the investment of the colored race 
with political liberty, though admitted by 
the civilized world as the inevitable and log- 
ical result of emancipation, rankles in the 
pro-slavery heart to-day most painfully be- 
cause it is the final seal and prohibition 
against the restoration of slavery in any pos- 
sible form. 

Down in the hearts of the Southern whites 
is the lurking hope that at least and at some 
time in the future there will be payment for 
the slaves. For this purpose there is a record 
kept in all Southern States of the slaves 
emancipated or lost by the War, and the suc- 
cess of the Democratic party and the ex- 
tinction of the negro voters as constituents 
of the politics of the country are inseparabiy 
part of every scheme for the future regener- 
ation of the South. Twelve years have 
passed since the negroes have been declared 
constitutional citizens and voters, and yet 
their right to vote is repddiated in several 
Southern States, and is as insolently disre- 
garded as if mo such privileges had been 
ever extended them. 

There can be no political freedom at the 
South until it is demanded and enforced by 
popular sentiment. So long as the whites 
are banded. solidly together, the political 
freedom of the negro population must remain 
a barren abstraction. The establishment and 
recognition and enforcement of politica! free- 
dom must be the result of the demand of 
such a proportion of the white population as 
will have the force necessary to assert and 
maintain it. Any improvement in public 
opinion at the South, any efficacious effort to 
assert Nationality of politics, any endeavor to 
establish, to assist, and maintain political 
freedom in the Southern States, must orig- 
inate at the South and be maintained there. 
The “solidity ” of the South must be broken 
by the voluntary revolt of white people of 
those States, whose numbers must be suffi- 
cient to enable them to protect the blacks 
from violence and protect the ballot-boxes 
from violation. This is what  Sena- 
tor Mahone has undertaken to do in 
Virginia. He proposes a revolt against the 
old hide-bound Democratic party, by opening 
political honors and distinctions to all the 
young men, and ambitions men, and pro- 
gressive men, whether they belong to the old 
families, or represent old slaveholding es- 
tates, or have claims for compensation for 
war damages to be paid when the Democratic 
party attains power, or not. It is because 
this revolt of Mahone in Virginia is the pre- 
lude to similar revolts in Mississippi, Geor- 
gia, in the Carolinas, and in all the Southern 
States, where’hno party is tolerated save one, 
and where, without reference to the votes 
given, but one result is permitted to be count- 
ed, that his scheme is so violently resented 
by the Democrats. 

The Natchitoches Vindicator, a Democratic 
paper of much ability, is inspired by the 
efforts making by the Mahone Democrats in 
Virginia to appeal to the progressive Demo- 
crats of Louisianato take similar action in 
that State. It professes to speak the senti- 
ments of a large body of men in Louisiana, 
who, in the absence of any organization, are 
helpless as against the solidified organization 
of the Bourbon Democrats. It denounces 
the present policies of the Bourbons as ar- 


resting all improvement in the material con- 


dition of the South, and which keeps the 
Southern States in comparative paralysis, 
while all the country is experiencing such 
wonderful growth and expanding prosperity. 
In behalf of the independent thinkers, it de- 
clares an independence of platform and pur- 
pose for which in the future it proposes to 
labor. Some of the propositions which it 
avows are worthy of all praise, and we re- 
produce them, as follows: 


We recognize the Constitution of the United 
States, and the laws made in pursuance thereof, 
as the supreme law of the land. 

We recognize certain local and necessary 
rights as appertaining to States as component 
and indissoluble parts of a great and mighty 
whole. Cali it Union or Nation. 

We deny that these States have any rights 
which can, do, or may conflict with the power, 
will, or authority of the grand whole. That this 
is a Government of the people and not of States. 

We accept the results of the War in good 
faith, and insist that all men sbouid exercise 
free citizenship and a free vote without let or 
hinarance. 

We are for goid and silver as the metallic cur- 
rency, and we recoguize the National and 
their system as the proper vehicles and mode of 
furnishing to commerce and trade that cur- 
rency. 

We are for public schools and any amount of 
taxation and public appropriation toattain pub- 
lic education. 

We insist that the honor of a public debt is 
higher than the honor of a private obfigation. if 
such thing can and that all such debts 
should be acknowl and paid to the utmost 
farthing.

We submit that these declarations, and es- 
pecially their advocacy by Democrats who 
have heretofore acted with the Democracy 
of the Solid South, are indicative of an im- 
proving public sentiment. The Vindicator 
is not a Republican paper, nor does it pro- 
pose to be a Republican paper; but it insists 
that the material interests of the Southern 
people can best be promoted by abandoning 
tne war in the Union, and by uniting with 
the rest of the country in restoring peace and 
reéstablishing commercial and industrial in- 
tercourse, on the basis of a common consti- 
tution and the general supremacy of the 
law, There can be no such peace so long as 
the right of suffrage is denied to millions of 
people to whom it belongs of constitutional 
right. The Democratic organization is solid 
against the; exercise of general suffrage, 
and the Vindicator. wearied at the 
hopeless, effort of the South to advance 
her material interests so long as it is at open 
war with the rest of the couytry and persist- 
entiy violates the constitutional freedom of 
the citizen, appeals to the Democracy of 
Louisiana to break down this despotic or- 
ganization assert the independence and 
freedom of the people. 
~The principles declared sound very much 
like those of the Republican party, and their 
advocacy in Louisiana may be 8 nevelty, but 


for every independent man at the South, 
who is intelligent and progressive enough 
know that claims for slave compensation 
any measure to disfranchtse the blacks are 
as hopeless as is the restoration of slavery it- 
self, to unite with his neighbors in redeem- 
ing the South from the reproach of barbar- 
ism and making political freedom in that 
section as unquestioned as it is elsewhere in 
the country. 
SENATOR MAHONE’S POSITION. 

Senator Mahone, in a recent interview 
with a representative of the New York Her- 
ald, defined his position with more circum- 
stantiality and with more clearness and abili- 
ty than he has done in the Senate debates. 
As his course sounds the keynote Of the fail 
campaign in Virginia, and, if that campaign 
goes in his favor, in reality sounds the key- 
note of future campaigns in the whole South, 
it is well that it should be clearly under- 
stood, and this neceasity excuses the Senator 
in making what may appear to be a repetition 
of his views. 

From the Senator’s statement it is evident 
that his independent position, so far from 
being the result of issues in the late cam- 
paign, was taken twelve years ago, and 
taken, then as now, in the face of Bour- 
don opposition. In 1860 he urged the 
“Virginia movement” as it was called, 
which elected Walker Governor, and 
relieved Virginia from military rule and 
gave. her local self-government in its 
stead. The candidates of that movement 
supported Gen. Grant to secure these results, 
and called their organization the Conserv- 
ative party. That organization remained 
unbroken until a year ago, when he was 
elected to Congress by the Liberal Read- 
justers’ wing of it. It was during these 
years of Bourbon opposition that Senator 
Mahone became convinced that there was no 
hope for the South in any permanent alli- 
ance with the Bourbons, and that the only 
way to secure policies and measures that 
were for the real interests of the South was 
to identify themselves with the ruling senti- 
ment of the North as closely as possible, 
since all that Bourbonism had accowplished 
for the South was constant and overwhelming 
defeat, and the further alienation of that sec- 
tion from the North. 

Referring to his course as a Virginia Sena- 
tor, Mr. Mahone lays down the broad issue 
that “independence of parties, and independ, 
ence especially of the Bourbon Democratic 
party, is the first necessity for our progress 
and prosperity.“ In this bold utterance may 
be found the animus of the hatred and vin- 
dictiveness with which Hill, Lamar, Brown, 
Vance, and others of the rock-rooted Bour- 
bons have pursued him. That the present 
time is an opportune one for taking this in- 
dependent position, Senator Mahone thus 
shows: 


At this time there are no questions of senti- 
ment or of idelity to locality or section that 
should impel me to either party. Questions di- 
vidi parties are ali practical, and at such a 
time l elect to do what 1 think will bring the 
largest amount of active sympathy for the 
ple of Virginia from those who have the means 
and. the disposition to assist them. This. indeed, 
was the common sentiment of our people at the 
close of the War, until politicians, for selfish 
ends, held out to them the allurements of polit- 
ical power through a combination with a * 
Northern minority, sufficient, with the aid of the 
Southern vote, to secure the Goverument.

From this point Senator Mahone briefly 
described the present condition of parties in 
Virginia. There are two Bourbon parties in 
that State. First, the Bourbon Democrats, 
who are benton keeping alive sectionalism, 
and prejudice, and animosity towards the 
North. They are the men who have not for- 
gotten the War, who still keep alive its preju- 
dices, who have never -been reconstructed, 
and who are bent upon making the South the 
ruling power by alliance with a minority of 
the Northern Democrats, who sympathized 
with their efforts to destroy the Government, 
and who were known during the War as Cop- 
perheads. The other faction of Bourbons is 
Republican, including, not the rank 
and file, but the  officeseekers, and 
officeholders, and men who live by 
politics. These two factions play into each 
others’ hands, the Bourbon Republicans 
putting up tickets to be beaten and then 
sharing the plunder with the Bourbon Dem- 
ocrats. The third party is the Liberal Read- 
justers, who elected Senator Mahone, com- 
posed of men of all parties. This is the 
party of reform and progress. The debt 
question is no longer a leading issue with 
them. What we strive for.“ says Senator 
Mahone, “is redemption from the control of 
Bourbon intolerance. We demand equal 
rights for all. Hence we speak for a free

In 1876 Mr. Hayes received 8,000 votes in 
Virginia. In 1879, under the operation of the 
poll-tax. the Republleuu vote was 40,000. This 
great injustice, as well as its kindred imposi- 
tions of intimidation and intolerance, the 
Liberal Readjusters boldly oppose. Speak- 
ing for them, Senator Mahone demands a 
free and fair ballot. “ For my part, I say, as 
I have said in Virginia, that I want every 
man to vote, white or black, and I want him 
to vote as he pleases, and to be neither 
threatened beforehand nor ostracised after- 
ward for expressing his free opinion.

GEN. GRANT OW MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 

The speech made by Gen. Grant at the re- 
cent banquet tendered to him in the City of 
Mexico is an atterance of considerable im- 
portance just at this time. It serves to con- 
firm his confidence in the results of the de- 
velopment of that country now going on dy 
process of railruad building, but it likewise 
disassociates him from any attempt or desire 
to promote annexation. It is a declaration 
for himself, and to a certain extent for the 
United States, that commercial intercourse 
and not political affinity is the object sought 
through railway connection. 

Gen. Grant is the President of a railroad 
now in process of construction which runs 
across the southern part of Mexico from the 
port Anton Lizardo on the Gulf to the Pa- 
cific coast. He announces that it is the 
design of the builders of this road not in any 
manner to compete with, but to feed, the 
trunk lines that are running from the United 
States into the City of Mexico. He predicts 
ulso that the system of railroads projected for 
Mexico by American capital will open up the 
resources of the Republic, and encourage en- 
terprise, industry, and trade to an extent never 
before known in that country. He estimates 
that the Government revenues will rapidly 
grow from the present average of $18,000,000 
or $20,000,000 to $50,000,000 annually. He 
might have told the Mexicans that such in- 
crease may be accelerated by changing their 
tariff from a prohibitory to a revenue ehar- 
acter, in order to encourage the exchanges 
between that country and the United States 
which the railroads are designed to establish. 

There is no doubt that railroads infuse a 
certain ambition and spirit of enterprise into 
the people of a primitive or undeveloped 
country. It is equally certain that judicious 
investment of capitaland the opening of new 
markets will develop the resources of Mexico 
to an exteut of which the natives have never 
dreamed. It is also true that the people of 
the United States will find an advantage in 
bu yu coffee, sugar, tobaceo, woods, dyes, and 
other products of that climate in preference 
to going to the West Indies and other trop- 
ical countries for the same articles, not only 
because the distance and cost of transporta- 
tion will be redueed, but because reciprocity 


cluded by discriminating duties maintained 
by the Government of Spain as to its West 
India provinces. At the same time the Mexi- 
can people need entertain neither apprehen- 
sion nor hope of any project of annexa- 
tion. What Gen. Grant said on this subject 


was as follows: 

I think that I can answer for nine-tenths of 
the people of my eouatry when 1 say that we 
have no sinister motives whatever. We have no 
desigus nor desires are inimical to the hon- 
or and credit of this at Republic. I am aware 
that some of the papers of Mexico, as well as, 
possibly, some in the United States, have made 
allusions to the pussibility of the annexation of 
Mexican territory to the United States. On that 
subject I knowthat there are no grounds what- 
ever for apprehension. While I was President 
of the United States, representatives of the Re- 
public of San Domingo applied to me for annex- 
ation, deciaring that such was the desire of the 
Government, and the wish of all the people of 
the island. is proposition came to me several 
times before | considered it at all. At length, 
fearing that what had been said to me migat be 
merely the sentiments of designing men will- 
ing to sel! their country for private gain, 
I determined, quietiy and without the 
knowledge of these agentsof San Domingo, to 
send thirteeu agents of my own to discover the 
reul feelings of her people. By this means I 
verified the statement that ninety-nine bun- 
dredths of ber people were anxious for the pro- 
posed annexation. They were fully alive to the 
subjeet; bad thought over it, and such a con- 
summation was the brightest their dreams. 
They desired, as they exp it, to become a 
part of the great Republic. I men entered into 
atreaty with that country (which has all the 
capacities of the east part of Mexico) and sub- 
mitted it to the Senate of the United States for 
ratification. It was with «reat difficulty, not- 
withstanding my position as bead of the Gov- 
ernment, that I could get the question consid- 
ered at all by the Senate, and when I did it was 
defeated by an overwhelm majority. [am 
sure that ever if it could be shown that all the 
people of Mexico were in favor of the annexa- 
tion of a portion of their territory to the United 
States, it would still be rejected. We do want 
to improve what we have, and we want to see 


dur neighvors improve and grow strong, that 


| 


the designs of any other country could not en- 
danger them. 

Gen. Grant entered his disclaimer ostensi- 
bly for the purpose of assuring the Mexican 
people that neither he, nor the United States 
Government, nor the people of this country 
have any ambition to extend territorial juris 
diction. Ha he not been under the restraint 
of a guest he might have told the Mexicans 
still more plainly that ne consideration could 
induce our people to consent to annexation, 
and that there age organic reasons why any 
political association would be offensive and 
repulsive to the Americans. It may not be 
unprofitable to repeat some of these reasons. 

Of the ten or twelve millions of people 
who inhabit Mexico, not onein ten can either 
re or write, or cares to learn. They are 
sunk in ignorance and superstition. Only 
about 10 per cent are whites, and they are 
supercilious, vainglorious Spaniards. Twen- 
ty per cent, or two millions, are half-breeds 
of various degrees, and the remainder, or 
seven millions, are Aztec Indians. All these 
constitute an alien and mongrel population 
with which political affiliation would sim- 
ply be intolerable and impossible. These 
people would not learn our language. 
Even in New Mexico the same classes 
avoid the American schools and rear their 
children to talk Spanish or the Digger 
dialect. There are twenty or more States in 
the Republic of Mexico, every one of which 
would claim recognition as a State of the 
Union under any project of annexation. 
Such a compact would give to this wretched, 
ignorant, mongrel population we have hur- 
riedly described forty United States Sena- 
tors, and more than twice as many Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. The political centre 
of gravity in this country would be entirely 
changed by such an event. The official lan- 
guage of the United States would no longer 
be English alone. There would be Spanish 
speeches in Congress, Spanish schools and 
Spanish Courts in the Mexican States. The 
very suggestion of such changes is enough 
in itself to make a project of annexa- 
tion hateful to the American people. The 
foreigners who come to the United States to 
live, attracted by our free government, 
cheap and fertile lands, and prosperous eon · 
dition, come with the purpose to assimilate 
in language, habits, and pursuits. Their 
children become thorough Americans in 
every respect. The Mexicans, coming in as 
a nation, would remain Mexicans forever, 
because they would contrive to live together 
in formant masses. There is no common 


ground upon which the two peoples could | 


meet and blend into one. 


Aside trom the organic objections to any |

There are no international or political ad- 
vantages which would attract the people of 
the United States to assume the embarrass- 
ments which Mexican annexation would 
bring with it. Commercial relations with 
Mexico may result, and probably will result, 
in reciprocal benefits, but domestic relations 
never; and there is reason to rejoice that 
Gen. Grant has informed the Mexicans of 
American sentiment on this subject as plain- 
ly as he could without waking offensive re- 


marks.

THE EFFORT TO LICENSE FIRE-TRAPS. 

The attempt has been revived in the Coun- 
cil, this time under the lead of Cullerton, to 
cripple the fire ordinance in such manner as 
to expose the whole city again to the danger 
of a general conflagration. On two or three 
previous occasions there have been efforts to 
exempt certain outlying portions of the city 
from the operation of the ordinance prohibit- 
ing the erection of pine shanties for business 
and dwelling purposes. This was bad 
enough, but it would still leave the central 
parts of the city protected by a succession of 
solid walls. But Ald. Cullerton, at the last 
meeting of the Council, actually proposed to 
expose the ‘entire city by repealing that por- 
tion of the revised ordinances which pro- 
vides that sheds erected under the provisions 
of the fire laws “shall not be used as dwell- 
ings.’”’ The privilege of erecting sheds is al- 
ready too much abused, for under this name 
wooden barns and store-rooms are located in 
the alleys back of the most valuable buildings 
and in the most crowded portions of the city. 
But Cullerton would go still further. and en- 
courage the erection of these flretraps by the 
thousand for living purposes, and add to the 
danger they threaten the additional risks of 


| fires and lights used for domestic necessities. 


It would almost appear as though this sug- 
gestion came from the class of Communists 
who.once suggested that Chicago ought to 
be burnt up once every ten years or so in 
order to furnish work for poor men to re- 
build it. At any rate that would be the prac- 
tical effect of adopting Cullerton’s sugges- 
tion. The most astonishing thing about the 
matter is that, though the proposition to 
cover the city with pine shanties failed to se- 
cure the two-thirds vote necessary to a sus- 
pension of the rules for its immediate pas- 
sage, a majority of the Aldermen present—15 
to 12—actually voted for it. The vote stood 
as follows:

Whenever this matter shall come up in 
regular order the property-owners who do 
not care to go through the experiences of 
October, 1871, again wijl do well to bespecial- 
ly represented and see that the proposed in- 
cendiary amendment be defeated. Certainly 
some of the Aldermen who voted with Cul- 
lerton grossly misrepresented their constitu- 
ents. There are enough fire-traps in a large 
city like Chicago at the best, without giving a 
license by ordinance for their increase by 
the thousand. 


Trichine in Cincinaati Fish. 

There is an impious story going the rounds 
of irreverent newspapers to the effect that 
American missionaries in foreign parts are in- 
tested with trichinm. Several cannibals are re- 
ported as having died from indulgence in mis- 
sionary-steaks without the precaution of fry- 
ing. We piace no confidence in this report, but. 
even if it is true, no sympatby need be wasted 
on the cannibals. The general verdict should 
be : Goud enough for them. . Missionaries should 
be cooked before eating, as medicine is shaken 
before taken. Let no solicitude be felt or ex- 
pressed, however, for cannibals, while a much 
more grave cause for alarm exists nearer home. 
Ot the fact that che Cincinnati fish are infested 
with trichine there seems to be no doubt. A 
dispatch states that large balls of the para- 
sites are found imbedded in the backbones of 
the pike, pickerel, bullheads drawn from 
the turbid waters of Ohio River and served 
on the tables of the denizens of the City of the 
Great Music-Hall. If the parasites were con- 
fined to the backbones of the Cincinnati fish, 
the evil might be obviated by eliminating the 
spinal column and serving up the remainder 
of the pike, pickerel, or what-not. But, un- 
fortunately, Dr. Rowe and other learned 
physicians have discovered that “the 
fish are full of triching.”’ it is a 
well-ascertained fact that the exceptional 
prosperity of Cincinnati is attributable to the 
free indulgence of its tirst citizens in fish diet. 
it is through fish that the brain of the average 
Cincinnatian bas been abnormally developed. 
Fish is cheap, nutritious, and easy of digestion. 
Hence the Cincinnatian had fish for breakfast, 
fish for dinner, and fish for supper. This diet 
gave him a bony and scaly appearance some- 
times, but his brain grew and expanded, until in 
some instances his giant inteliect nearly split 
his undersized skull. The influence of this ex- 
traordinary fishy brain power of the Cincinnat- 
jaa spread all over Ohio. It made all Ohioans 
ambitious. Ii gave them the Cesar-like quality 
of rulers. When President Hayes came to office 
he found more political materia! in Ohio than in 
all the other States combined. Naturally he 
filled the public offices with Ohioans. He called 
them to Washington in squads, sent them 
to foreign lands, and distributed them 
liberally through the South to carry out 
his policy of resurrecting the Whig party. 
Up to the present moment there has deen no 
explanation of the failure of President Hayes to 
bring the Whig party to lite. It was a splendid 
effort. Key in the Cabinet and Ohioans in every 
Southern hamiet wrought day and night to this 
end, but they failed. The dispatch about the 
discovery of trichine in the Cincinnati fish, we 
think, furnishes a solution of the vexed ques- 
tion. Why did they fail? The brain power of 
the Ohioan was on the wane. Gradually the in- 
sidious worm had wriggled itself into the back- 
bone of the Ohio River fish. The pike and 
pickerel were not less cheap but they were less 
nutritious. They no longer stimulated the brain 
of the Ohioan to the performance of great deeds. 
He was not yet actually wormy, but his diet was 
wormy, and his usefulness was impaired. Cin- 
cipnati practically retired from the pork busi- 
ness several years ago. It isa mystery how, 
with the small number of hogs siaughtered in 
that city, enough trichinm found its way ito the 
riverto take possession of the fish. Another 
mystery is how trichine could live in the 
water of the Obio River, which contains the sew- 
age of all the cities above on its banks. The 
poor little pike and pickerel have gotten used 
to it, as it were, but how did the trichine get 


usea to it? It may be regarded as an estab- | 


lished fact that nothing but fire wil! kil! trichine. 
If the little worm can maintain life in the Onio 
River, it can live anywhere outside the red-hot 
oven or the boiling pot. The discovery of Dr. 
Rowe settles another question. Cincisnatians

Tuna years ago we published tables of 
the amount spent for liquor in Britain ana Ire- 
land. During the year 1878 the consumption 
of beer, wine, and spirits in the British Isies 
reached the enormous total of, 1. 100,886, 401 gal- 
lons, having a value at retail of $710,075,500. 
Since then there has been a continuous and ma- 
terlal decrease in the amount of the British 
drink bill. The reckontng is still enormously 
high, but it falls below the extravagant figures 
of 1878. The quantity and value of the liquor 
consumed in Great Britain and Ireland during 
the last calendar year was ut retail:

The amount spent is too large to be readily 
grasped by the mind. Its magnitude, however, 
may be realized in soma degree by comparing it 
with the national expenses of the Empire. In 
the fiscal year which ended on the dist ult. the 
British Exchequer paid out $415,540,000. That 
sum covered all the disbursements ou account 
of the army, the navy, the civil list, and the 
publſe debt. In a word, it met the total cost of 
maintaining the Empire. Yet it fell short of 
the amount of the drink bill by no less than 
$195,856,375. According to the official estimate, 
the population of Great Britain and Ireland 
numbered 34,505,043 in 1880. Keckoned upon that 
basis, the per capita consumption of liquor 
shows the very high average of 28.19 galiona, 
having a value of $17.71, or $100 per man. These 
figures are divided as under among the different 
kinds of liquor:

This little army will dave an portunity to 
demonstrate to the world of what discipline and 
eudurance our reorganized army is capable. It 
is their duty to wipe out in Africa humil- 
iating pame of a conquered people, which has 
been of so much detriment to us as a nation.

THE WORKMEN 
did not complete the reconstruction of the 
vault for the reception of the body until noon, 
when all was ready. At given signals the 
bells of Wyeombe began to toll, and contin- 
ued from the time of the departure ot the 
funeral cortége from the Manor until the re- 
mains were placed in the vault. The floral of- 
ferings from all parts of the Kingdom were 
very beautiful. Special trains were run from 
London during the entire morning to Ayles- 
bury and Wycoinbe, and the roads leading to 
the stations and the cemetery were crowded 
with pedestrians and vehicles. The morning 
was dismal, and frequent showers of rain 
fell, but later in the day the weather cleared.

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LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


The St. Louis Street-Car Cap- 
italists Start Out with 
Their Own Cars. 


Scenes During an Experiment Highly 
Dangerous to Their Continued 
Existence. 


One Trip Made Through an Endless 
Mob of Excited Strikers and 
Spectators. 


Nobody Killed, and All but One of the 
Oars Safely Returned to the 
Barns. 


The Demands of the Milwaukee Print- 
ers Refused by the Pub- 
lishers. 


ST. LOUIS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Pr. Lovis, April 26.—The city is virtually in 
the hands of a mob to-day. Certain lawiess 
elements, in no wise associated with the strik- 
ing street-car people, bave scized upon the 
situation to assert their inclination for disorder. 
Such scenes were never before witnessed in St. 
Loula. The intention of the street-car man- 
agers to try to run their cars this morning was 
modified, in consequence of n determination 
arrived at by some of the roads to essay a com- 
promise. Meantime the Chief of Police 
bas advertised for 150 special police- 
men. The Police Board say that 
these men are simply to preserve 
the peace and keep crowds or individuals from 
interfering with the working of the cars. There 
is a strong impression, however, on the part of 
the strikers that the men are to be placed on the 
cars in a rather extreme effort to favor the rail- 
road companies, and the idea creates no little 
bad feeling, as it is generally held that the city 
has no business paying policemen to ride on 
street-cars, any more than to take charge of 
them or to run them Erastus Wells, 
President of the Market and Olive street 
lines, read the following proposition to 
his men this morning: The Missouri Railroad 
Company will pay conductors 1) cents per hour 
and drivers 12% cents per hour. with the under- 
standing that tne Company will endeavor to - 
cure a sufficient number of extras to relieve 
the long-run cars. If atany time they fail to 
do so the conductors and drivers will be re- 
quired to run their cars until the regular turn- 
ing-in time.“ Mr. Wells went on to state that 
the proposition on the eiguteen- hour run would 
give conductors $2.70 and drivers $2.25 per 
day; on the fourteen-hour run, conductors 
$2.10 and drivers $1.75; on the twelve- hour run, 
conductors $1.80 and drivers $1.50. He further 
said that he would see that a sufficient force of 
extras was maintained. It was to the Com- 
pany’s interest that the regular men should give 
as much work to the extras as possibie, and the 
regulars would be enabled to work just as long 
as they might wish. The extras could be paid 
on either the long or the short runs, 
just as the regular men might desire. 
Mr. Wells then stated that as many of the 
men as wished to accept this proposition should 
band in their names by 12 o'clock. At that hour 
he would begin to run out his cars, and would 
run out as many as he could find force to man. 
He declared that, in regard to being dictated to 
by the Union, he would not bear of it at all. If 
the men bad grievances, let them come to him 
or to the Superintendent. The concession he 
had just made would be an addition to the pay- 
roll of $1,500 per month, but the cars must be 
run, no matter what the expense. 

When noon. arrived, the men not appearing, 
Mr. Wells kept his word about the start. Before 
that hour eight cars were out on the track, with 
the horses hitchedto them. The first car bad 
four horses attached to it, because it is very 
heavy. Rolla Wells, the Superintendent of the 
road, occupied the front platform, and his 
father, Erastus Wells, who has served two terms 
in Congress, was on the rear. Both looked pale 
but determined. As soon as the car came in 
sight, over the crest of Olive street, a yell from 
those who saw it drew a crowd. In two 
minutes Olive street. from Sixth to 
Fourth, was full of people. Capt. 
Fox and a squad of mounted police reached the 
terminus at the same time Mr. Wells came 
down with the car. The Captain strung his men 
along a line for two or three blocks, and kept 
them patrolling over the tracks. The crowd heid 
the sidewalks and spread out over the street. 
Mr. Wells was greeted with the most oppro- 
brious epithets. He lost his florid complexion, 
but never open@ his mouth. One aftcr another 
a dozen cars came down, each making its way 
with difficuliy from Sixth street down. The 
crowd pressed around, before, and behind, and 
on every side the police shouted and the storm 
of hisses, groans, and derisive yells drew acces- 
sions to the throngs for blocks away. The dozen 
cars were run close together, and 
Mr. Wellis remained at the termi- 
nus till be had seen the cars 
start westward. As Capt. Fox escorted the last 
car of the batch to Sixth street, where he found 
the crowd very determined, he wheeled his 
horse two or three times to clear the way. As 
he was backing into the crowd some migcreant 
jabbed bis kuife into the animal's flank. The 
horse sprang forward, pearly unseating the Cap- 
tain, who, seeing the blood and realizing the out- 
rage, drew his pistol and started toward the man 
he suspected. There was an immediate scat- 
tering of the crowd. After the curs had gone 
— 2 under the convoy of mounted police, 
there was a luli, but the pavement remained 
full of people, waiting to see if Mr. Wells would 
make another trip. They waited in vain. 
Mr. Wells and his men had received 
such treatwent that they did not care 
running the gauntiet again, and, getting their 
cars back to the stables, they ran them iu and 
left them there. Shortly after noon six cars 
lined Chestnut street, tween Twelfth and 
Thirteenth. The front car bad jumped the 
track, owing to the unevenness of the ground 
ané “some outside influence.“ The driver 
turned his borses around and made every effort 
to get the car on the track, but. although aided 
by the mounted and other police, be met with 
no success. As soon as he started his 
horses the crowd would yell 
hoot, demoralizing the faithful 

making lite a burden to 
The driver was not experienced, but was cool as 
an iceberg, notwithstanding insinuations from 
the bystanders that be had better emigrate or 
get his life insured. Superintendent Heury was 
on the ground, but, owing to the dense crowd, 
was powerless. Finally Capt. Keunett arrived, 
and, on his advice, the last car was run back to 
Twelfth street, aud there a sboot was made 
across to Market, with great joiti from the 
cobblestones. The first car reached safety and 
the others followed at intervals, with 
exception of the first car. Superin- 
tendent Henry got u the platform 
and called for assistance to lift it on 
the track, so that it might be taken to the 
stables. “Not much! yelled the crowd in 
chorus. Another ineffectual attempt to lift it 
on was made, and then several of the strikers 
who had come up assisted the driver in unbitch- 
ing his team. This was driven to Twelfth 
street, and at once surrounded by mob. 
“Leave em and join the Union,” advised 
several standing near the driver, who held the 
reins. The driver did not feel disposed to leave 

property unprotected, but tinally

The bystander held them only a 
minute, and then resigned them. A rush was 
made upon the horses, which plunged about 
wiidly, and would have run away but for sev- 
eral striking conductors, who caught them.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
SPRINGFIELD, 1... April 2.—The friends of 
apportionment at this session are quietly talk- 
ing to-night of calling up the Clark resolution 
in the House to-morrow, and of seemg what 


can befdone under pressure. It is to be ex- 


pected, of course, that the no-apportionment 
people will object. A motion to suspend the 
rules will follow. As nearly as it may be gotten 
at to-night, there would seem to be a prospect 
that the Democrats will vote pretty solidly to 
suspend the rules and call it up, and 
that perhaps enough Republicans will join 
them to make the rime. The ques- 
tion will then come on the adoption 
of the resolution, and the air will be thick with 
talk pro aud con. The Democrats will insist 
that they know no law on the subject but the 
present one; that what Congress may or may 
not do is the sbeerest guesswork; and that 
until Congress does something 
THE ONLY PROPER APPORTIONMENT 

the Legislature can make is one on the basis of 
nineteen districts. To that end they will offer 
an amendment to the resoluuon providing for 
an apportionment, if any be made, upon that 
basis. Should they fail to carry their 
point their policy’ undoubtedly is to 
help to defeat the resolation and keep up 
the present not very cordial feeling between the 
House and the Senate. Whatever is done, the 
responsibility for doing it will rest upon the 
Republican majority, which is exactly where 
they wish to piace it. With the Kepublicans ap- 
parently hopelesly divided as to the basis on 
which the Congressional apportionmenc should be 
made, if indeed it should be made at this session

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THE RAILROADS. 


Nearly All the Freight-House 
Strikers at Work Again. 


The Switchmen Now Think They 
Should Have More Pay. | 


Satisfactory Trial Yesterday of the 
Sissun Suspension Car-Trucks. 


Additional Suburban Trains Being Placed 
on the Illinois Central. 


A New Narrow-Gauge System Discovered by 
Eli Perkins—Notes and News.

THE STRIKERS. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy is now the 
only road in the city where the truck and de- 
livery men are still on a strike. The men on the 
Chicago & Northwestern went to work again 
yesterday, and it is stated that this road has 
agreed to pay them the same wages as are now 
being paid by the Eastern roads—namely: $1.50 
per day to truckmen. The Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy peopte say they ure simply fighting fora 
principle. They had always treated their men 
well and paid them as high wages as were paid 
by other roads. These men might have known 
that if they kept at work the Burlington would 
of its own accord have advanced their wages to 
the same sum paid by other lines. But when 
they quit work without making a demand for an 
increase in wages or giving one day's notice they 
were guilty of a mean act, which to overlook or 
let go without resenting would only instigate 
other employés of the road to take the samo 
means to get their pay advanced, and there 
would never be an end to this sort of business 
Aji the old men at the Burlington who bave 
Ween in any way instrumental in bringing about 
the strike have been discharged, and the officers 
of the road say they will not employ them again 
under any circumstances. At present, they 
say, they need but few men on account of the 
floods, but when they do need them tbcy will be 
able to get all the competent men they want. 

Although on most of the roads in the city the 
strikers have guined their point in getting the 
wuges they demanded, yet they are by no 
means contented. The trouble is owing 
to the fact that all the roads have 
been and are still discharging the men 
that have been Instrumental in causing the 
strike. The discharged men are, of course, 
wrathy, and are doing their utmost to get the 
other men to stop work again until ali hands 
ure taken back. But it is not probable that they 
willsucceed. Most of the men now at work aro 
giad to have their jobs again, and will not haz- 
ard their places to please the ringleaders. The 
railroad managers say they do not discharge the 
leaders in the strike because they demanded 
more wages. They admit that these men are 
entitied to an increase. But they say the same 
ends would have been gained if deputacions 
had waited upon the officers of the rouds and 
stated their case in a decent manner. Under no 
circumstances, they claim, should the men have 
quit without giving the roads a fair chance to 

O the right thing. 

The switchmen presented their petitions for 
an increase of wages to the managers of the va- 
rious roads yesterday. and: they received but 
little encouragement. They were told that their 
wages were quite high, and that the roads were 
not able to pay them more at present.

Now all switchmen employed by all railroads 
entering Chicago respectfully ask that all men 
in charge of engines be paid $3 per day, and 
their assistants or helpers $2.75 per day for ten 
hours’ work, and for all gverwork the same pay 
as pro rata. We would respectfully inform you 
that this isa demand from ail the switchmen 
employed on all railroads entering Chicago, and 
they will require on each division of their re- 
spective lines an answer on or before 12 o'clock 
on Monday, Y 2 We, the undersigned, hope 
that you will see that our demands are just aad 
kindly grant our petition.

The situation at the Rock Island car-shops has 
not matefially changed since yesterday. The 
strikers held another meeting at Fireman's Hall, 
on Fiftieth street, which was not so largely at- 
tended as the one on the previous evening. A 
number of the carpenters went back to work 
yesterday morning, nowithstanding the pledge 
sxiven the night before. 

The report of the Committee sent to the shops 
of the Chicago & Northwestern, Lilinois Central, 
and Pullman was called for, but, as the Commit- 
tee had not returned from their pilgrimage, the 
report was postponed till this evening, when 
another meeting will be held. 

The painters are the only trade in the car de- 
partment which has quit entirely. This is ac- 
counted for by the bosses by the fact that just 
at this season painters and caicimimers are in 
great demand for house-cleaning purposes. Ina 
short-time, the bosses say, they will be glad to 
come back at 2 

What seems to hurt the feelings of the men 
most is that the Company will not meet their 
committees and adjust matters by consultations. 
They. say that during the riots the Company 
invited them. whenever they bad any wriev- 
ancess, to come and consult with the officers, but 
now they won't listen to them, or keep 
referring them to some one whom they 
cannot see, being in New York or some other 
just as inaccessible place. They also claim they 
are prevented from getting situations in other 
shops by their foremen notifying other shops 
not to take them, no matter how good workmen 
they are. It they are guilty of the crime of 
leaving or being discharged from one shop, that 
prevents them from getting into uny other shop 
in the city. The men so fur have been orderly 
and sober, and have given no cause for com- 
piaiht, but the Company as a precaution has 
doubled the watchmen on their works. 

The foundry located on the Company’s ground 
but owned and operated by J. H. Bass was closed 
yesterday and the fires were all out. The men 
demand an increase of 10 per cent on present 
wages, but Mr. Bass does not feel inclined to ac- 
cede to this. The wages of the curpeuters run 
from 20 to 29 cents un hour; the majority receive 
the former figure. 


SUSPENSION CAR-TRUCKS. 

By the courtesy of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railroad Company, the officers of the 
Suspension Car-Truck Company of New York 
were enabled yesterday to take a number of 
pruminent railway officials and others interested 
in the coustruction of railroad-cars to the Rock 
Island cur-shops near Thirty-ninth street to 
witness atrial of their new and improved sus- 
pension car-trucks, which, it is claimed, are far 
superior to any other now in use, as they pass 
over curves and irregularities as easily as over 
Straight tracks, assuring a large reduction in 
friction and enabling locomotives to haul more 
freight thau is possible with cars provided 
with the old style of trucks. The special 
train left the Rock Island Depot at 
2 oclock p. m. The followung gentlemen 
took part in the excursion to investigate and ex- 
amine the new invention: W. C. Nutt, Mexican 
Central Railroad; C. F. Gillett, General Man- 
ager United States Rolling-Stock Company; A. 
B. Pullman. Vice-President Pullman Palace-Car 
Company; T. A. Bisseil, Superintendent Pullman 
car-shops at Detroit; A. Longstreet, Pulim an 
car-shops at Pullman; William Irving, Pur- 
chasing Agent Chicago, Burlington & Quincy;

MORE GOULD CONSOLIDATIONS. 

A dispatch from St. Louis to the New York 
World says: Mr. A. A. Talmage, General Agent 
of the Missouri Pacific Railway, left this city on 
Thursday night fur New York. It is an open 
secret that he goes to the East to aid in matur- 
ing a platt for the consolidation of the Missouri 
Pacific, the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, the Texas 
Pacific, and the International & Great Northern 
Railways. A controlling interest in the three 
first-named railways is owned by Jay Gould and 
his associates in New York, and it is rumored 
here to-day that a sale was yesterday effected in 
New York tothe same parties of Interna- 
tions! & Great Northern Railrvad, or at least of 
a majority of the stock of that road. The im- 
portance of the transaction may be appreciated 
from the following schedule of the length of 
the roads now about to be consolidated. 
Missouri Pacitic, 1,000 miles; Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas and brancties under construction, 1,280 
miles: Texas Pacific & New Orleans & 2 
1.449 miles; International & Great Northern, 7 
miles; total mileage, 4,499 miles. 

By this consolidation an unbroken line of rail- 
way communication will be established from St. 
Louis to New Orieans, Houston, Galveston, and 
the Mexican border at Laredo. At Laredo this 
continuous line will be connected with the ex- 
tensive railway system now constructing in 
Mexico. The communications run over this 
whole distance through successive zones of rich 
and fertile territory now rapidly filling up with 
immigration from the North, Northwest, 
Europe. The roads run through successive belts 
of wheat, corn, oats, sorghum, and cotton 
lands. The value of the cotton crop of 
State of Texas alone last year was fully $50,- 
000,000. From St, Louls to the Mexican border, 
furthermore, the prevaient climate of the whole 
region is most favorable to human lite and 
activity, and, as was long ago pointed out,before 
the Civil War, these regions as soon as they are 
made accessible by railways must compete at 
great advantage with the extreme and us 
climate of the Northwest. As it is understood 
that the headquarters of the new combination 
will be establisned in this city, the business- men 
of St. Louis regard the news which reached us 
last night from New York with great satisfac- 
tion. In this connection 1 mention that the 
steamer Oakland and her barges, notice of 
whose departure for New Orleans from this city 
with the heaviéSt cargo of grain —9, 000 tons in 
all—ever thoated. was recently tel phed to 
the Wurid, arrived safely at New Orieaas Fri- 
day. in less than nine days of running time.

A NARROW-GAUGE ROAD ACROSS 
THE CONTINENT. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Koxomo, Ind., April 25.—The construction of 
the new through narrow-gauge railroad from 
Toledo to Cincinnati and St. Louis is one of the 
largest railroad schemes now being projected 
and executed in the United States. This great 
work and consolidation is now drawing the at- 
tention of the railroad world to the narrow- 
gauge system,—a system which raiiroad men 
say will within four years extend all the way 
from Chicago and St. Louis to New York. 

The technical name of this great trunk gar- 
row-gauge system is the Toledo, St. Louis & 
Cfocinnati Railway.” This line is not only a 
fixed fact on paper, but already it has 4091 miles 
of narrow-gauge road under one consolidation 
and in actual operation. 

I try to keep posted about all new railroads, 
but when I discover the magnitude of this roud, 
hear the talk about it, see the hundreds of men 

rading the track west of Kokomo toward St. 

uis, and see 491 miles of the road already 
uip and runuing trains, I am astonished. 

To-day I have spent four hours with W. J 
Craig. President of the Construction Company 
ot this road, When I asked him who was back- 
ing this great K ject, he said: 

“Gen. John M. Corse is President. The head 
of the money syndicate in New York is George 
William Ballou, No. 14 Wall street. The road 
has plenty of means,and in one year we will 
have a continuous narrow-gauge road from 
Toledo to St. Louis, from Totedo to Dayton, O., 
and Cincinnati, and from Dayton south to the 
coal-fields in the Hocking and Scioto Valleya, 
and later our line will run to Huntington, on the 
Ohio River, where it will connect with the Hunt- 
itgton, Chesapeake & Onio Railroad. The 
Toledo, St. Louis & Cincinuati, when finished 
will be over 1,000 miles long.” 

How much is finished now?’ I asked. 

„Four hundred and ninety-one miles. Our 
cars are now running from Toledo to Delphos 
and Kokomo, 18 miles; from Toledo to Delphos 
and Dayton, O., and southeast to Wellston in 
the Hocking Valley coal-fields, 225 miles; and 
from Cincinnati toward Dayton, 23 miles.

Ever and again 
huge barricades of thirty feet or more in 
hight made up of ice, and logs, and mud, had to 
be crossed by the gallant belbers, whose hopes 
d labors, however, were sure to reach ample 
ruition in human salvage rescued 
from lingering death. No Sepoy-bunted pris- 
oOners ever welcomed more jvoyfuliy the 
sound of the pibroch or the sight of the 
tartan. No shipwrecked seamen ever hailed 
with more delight the gieam of a coming sail 
than did these ice-stranded destitutes the an- 
nounci cheers of the brave fellows who 
suatched them from the very jaws of death by 
Starvation and exposure. groves planted 
round the homes for comfort proved of utility 
as great, and in many cases served as fenders 
which the ice could not overcome. But some 
idea of the momentum of the frozen masses 
may yet be gained ns observer from the 
State of the trees where gorges were great- 
est. saw stumps from which trunks 
two feet or more in girth had 
been riven as if with dynamite, while monarchs 
of the forest, three feet in diameter, were liter- 
ally torn up y the roots and their 
branches crushed to splinters dy the 
giant forces of the flood. On the flanks 
of the ice-floes whole tiers of trunks 
were bent to an angle of forty-five degrees and 
the bark stripped off as ciean as if a myriad of 
beavers had been at work. Southeast of Ver- 
milion the Missouri makes a huge bend fifteen 
miles in length, and an isthmus about half a 
mile long connects the promontory thus 
made with the main land. Over this isthmus 
the waters, seeking vent from the imprisonment 
of the gorges inthe main channel, rusned, and 
goon a fissure formed by the tide was widened 
and deepened, until now it isthe main bedof the 
river, and when the present rise subsides 
the old bed will be left high and dry. This 
isthmus was covered with fine farms, and on it 
stood several buildings which now are memories 
only. On one side are many settlers who, with 
the river forming the boundary line, are now 
residents of Dakota. Two weeks ago they 
were a part of the Commonwealth of Nebraska. 
Close to the bank stands the pretty cottage of 
Mr. Nelson, one of the wealthiest residents in 
all this region. His goodix acres have been 
sborn as by an avalanche, and in the wreck went 
down bund of head of stock and many 
dollars“ worth of property belonging to him and 
his neighbors. The fate of Vermilion, a spright- 
ly, busy, thriving little city of 900 inhabitants, ts 
ind pitiable. Its glory has depurted, 
and buge slabs of ice, looking 
like iy turtles of prehistoric dimen- 
sions, usurp its streets and cover a 
majority of its buildings. The Vermilion River 
comes above the town. and adds its cruel 
forces to the onslaught of the great 2 Of 
the 140 houses in the lower town, are 
utterly wrecked. Printiss & Newton's hand- 
some business block was so injured as to be 
worthless, and the large brick store of Lee & 
Prentiss threatens every moment to become an 
utter ruin. Shops, houses, banks, and stores are 
a chaos, and the insatiable stream is eating 
away the very ground itself, gnawi huge 
pieces momentarily from the banks and 
threatening not to leave the faintest strip 
between the bluff and channel. The loss is 
estimated at from $125.000 to $150,000, and this 
is largely in realty, as time was given to move 
much of the portable property to the upper 
town, where are the handsome residences of 
the business men. It is believed by some that 
even should the inroad of the waters be checked 
the town will never be rebuilt, especially if, as 
is now mooted, the Dakota Southern aban- 
dons its present line und adopts 
one partially geraded and running  fif- 
teen miles iniand. Otbers assert that the 
importance of the place as an entrepot and 
shipping point will insure its speedy rebuilding. 
It looks now like a glacier dotted with bunters’ 
uts,and in many piaces the ice is yet piled as 
igh as the eaves- of houses still up- 
right. In the en fields the ice is 
fast disappearing. Fashed away by the water 
and honey-combed by the sun, there are still 
huge mountains of it remaining, but it will soon 
be gone, and will not prove, as feared, a serious 
obstacie to farming operations. I counted be- 
tween and mouth of the Big Siouxand Burbank,a 
station near Vermilion, fifty-three abandoned 
dwellings. Of these, at least twenty are so 
dumaged that they will have to be entirely re- 
bulit. The others will occupied as soun as 
the rise subsides and t water drains off or 
soakein. The river this afternoon is at a stand. 
the rise having been eight feet or more on top 
of the already high water.

Tamron. Dak., April 25.—I have just landed 
from the Niobrara, which has consumed four 
days in making 125 miles. The current has been 
fearfully strong, and it is a wonder 
we are here at all. 1 find Dakot@s 
Capital seemingly little the worse for 
the fact that buta short time ago some of her 
streets were canals and her houses water-tanks. 
All around, however, are evidences in plenty of 
the ruin wrought. i have even sadder tales to 
tell than those of my preceding dispatches. 
Between Vermilion and Yankton, on both 
sides of the river. except in that 
part ot Nebraska in which lie St. James and St. 
Helena, far above the reach of any flood, the 
bavoc is universal, widespread, complete, and 
appailing. I cannot describe it, nor couid 
any pen. It transcends words, and' the 
eye fails to see but moieties of 
the sickening whole. The Missouri 
ran through and over the lower part of Yank- 
ton, and the gorges below obstructing its 
course, turned suutheasterly, crossing the James 
Kiver four miles above its mouth, and for more 
than twenty-five miles rolled on its de- 
vastatung way over a plain from 
seven to twelve miles broad, covered 
with homes and settled as densely as any I know 
ot inthe West. Of trees there were but few, 
and there was absolutely nothing to check the 
progress of the scourge. Over that area 
of at least BD) square miles rests pow 
either vast lakes of water or buge 
deposits of ice, the latter so high in many 
places that the peaks only of the bouses are die- 
cernible. At localities few and far between are 
meagre spots of high ground, and on these the 
people are now clustered, thelr only means of 
communication with those who feed them being 
boats and rafts, which come and go with dim 
culty and more or less danger.

THE FAR NORTHWEST. 

St. Pau., Minn., April %.—The Mississippi 
has risen two feet since morning, and has spread 
over the flats on the west side of the river to the 
foot of the bluffs. Some houses on low ground 
are surrounded by water, and in a few cases it 
bas flowed into the lower floors of dwellings. 
The St. Paul boom, two miles above the city, 
went out at noon, and the logs went down the 
river. The amount is not considerable. The 
river is still rising. 

A speeial from Grand Forks, Dak., says: “ The 
raging Red well describes our river to-day. 
It is now twenty-five feet above its 
winter stage, and still rising. The lower bench 
of the Red River at this point. on which is built 
what is known as Shorty Town, is under water, 
and the inhabitants have been compelled to flee 
to the upper bench, on which is built the town 
proper. This portion of Grand Forks is still 
twenty-five feet above the water, and no dam- 
age is apprehended, as the ice has been running 
freely and has nearly all passed out.

Str. Lours, April 26.—The public have been 60 
much absorbed with the strect-car strike that 
they have almost neglected to note the fact that 
there is a great flood in the Mississippi. The 
river this morning is nearly up to the danger 
line at the lower places along the city front, and 
bas slready encroached upon many acres of 
ground above and below the centre of the city. 
This morning it was rising very rapidiy. The 
hight of the water above low water, as marked 
by the Government gauge at the foot of Market 
street, was twenty-nine teet nine inches,—only 
one foot and nine inches dello the 
top of the gauge, and only three inches below 
the danger lige, when vast reaches of rich 
bottom lands along the Mississippi above and be- 
low St. Louis will be inundated. Reports from 
North St. Louis are somewhat alarming. The 
water bas invaded the lumber-yards at Bersil's 
Point, and large quantities of lighter stuff is 
afloat. This section is covered by water to the 
depth of several inches for a considerable dis- 
tance back, but the lumbermen, having had 
sufficient warning, have taken every precaution 
to provide against damage, Little of the lumber 
is likely to float off. The larger piles will 
require several feet of water and a mod- 
erately strong current to carry them off, 
but there will be damage from the deposit 
ot mud and sand, which will do a great deal of 
injury. 

The water has encroached also below the city 
upon low places, endangering the tracks of the 
Iron Mountain Railroad at some places. As 
viewed from the water's edge the Illinois shore 
appears lower than the river. Below East St. 
Louis a narrow fringe of u is all that can be 
seen at some places, while this side is the vast 
volume of surging water. The breaking of the 
Buy Levee is all the talk along the wharf to- 
day. It is regarded as a most. serious 
calamity. The excitement in East St.

THE FARWELL INQUEST. 

Coroner Matson held an inquest yesterday 
afternoon at the County Hospital on the re- 
mains of the woman Helen Farwell, who was 
found in the rear of No. 1517 Michigan avenue 
Friday night, and who died at the Hospital Sun- 
day. The police officers testified to the facts 
already given in THe TRIBUNE about the case, 
and no new points wero developed.

The County Physician's 
opinion is that the woman's death was caused 
by embolism occasioned by a fracture of the 
skull in falling trom a considerable hight, and 
the verdict was rendered accordingly.

BREAD. 
REASON FOR AMENDING THE ORDINANCE. 
The Bread ordinance was amended by the City 
Fathers Monday evening 80 that the smallest 
loaf should weigh one pound. The amendment 
was proposed by Ald. Young, who said yester- 
day that when the revised ordinances came be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee no one was posted 


in regard to bread, and the ordinance submitted 
was accepted. The compiler probably copied it 
trom the ordinance of some other city. It pro- 
vided, however, that the loaves should weigh 
one and a haif pounds, two pounds, and three 
pounds. The regular weight of the smallest 
loaf bas been one pound for years, and the ba- 
kers objected to having it changed, as their cus- 
tomers wanted acheap loaf and their molds were 
made for the und weight. At the instance 
of some of the bakers Mr. Young proposed the 
change, which was promptly made by the Coun- 
cil. u amendment also rescinds that part of 
the Ordinance which requires a baker to stamp 
his name and weight on the loaves. 

Several leading baker#were called upon, who 
smilingly said they did not know the Council had 
been tinkering with the Bread ordinance. They 
made the pound loaf, and, with one exception, 
stamped it. The firm's initial, or mark, was 
stamped on the loaves in compliance with the 
old ordinance, and probably for advertising pur- 

. It is stated t many of the 
small bakers make loaves that are short 
in weight, and therefore unadersell those 
who live up to the law. With the 
large concerns the rule is to have the dough 
weigh eighteen ounces, and the baked loaf six- 
teen ounces, the difference being the shrink- 
age. Bread is sold here, it is claimed, that 
weighs but twelve or fourteen ounces. Inferior 
Hour is also used, and tne bread made white and 
bright by using alum, which is not a very burt- 
ful adulteration. In 8,000 loaves one ounce 
short on each makesa difference of 500 pounds 
of bread. Those who sell under weight often 
get as much as the others, as the difference can- 
not always be detected by merely looking at the 
loaves, and many don't suspect the cheat. The 
authorities, said a Randolph street baker, pay 
no attention to the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance.

THROUGH THE TUNNEL. 
A GOOD THING IF IT IS FEASIBLE. 

An order was passed by the Council Monday 
evening directing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to confer with the President of the bee 
Side Street “Railway Company as to the use o 
the Wasbington street tunnel iu order “to re- 
lieve Madison street bridge.“ If it is practica- 
bie to utilize the tunnel, travel to and from the 
West Side would be unattended with the vexa- 
tious delays which now characterize it, es- 
pecially in the summer, when vessels are run- 
ning up and down the river. And the cable 
road heretofore referred to in THe TRIBUNE 
would seem to be just the thing for pulling the 
cars through the hole, It is particularly adapted 
for beavy grades,—the great objection to the 
Washington street tunnel, the labor required to 
get out making teamsters and carriages avoid it. 

The suggestion that the West Side Company 
use the tunnel is not a new one. A TRIBUNE 
reporter interviewed President Jones on tbe 
subject some months ago, and he expressed 
himself unfavorably because he didn't consider 
the project feasible. Mr. Lake is understood to 
favor it. Neither of these gentlemen could be 
found yesterday, so a reporter sat beside Sec- 
poveey ae and asked him what he thought 
about it. 

I think that a plan can be worked out,” said 
he, which will enable us to use the tunnel, but 
I have never beard any discussion on the sub- 
ject.

RAISING FREIGHT RATES. 
THE RAILROADS DENOUNCED BY THE BOARD OF 
TRADE. 


The Directors of the Board of Trade held a 
regular meeting yesterday and adopted the fol- 
lowmg as an expression of the sentiment of the 
Board of Trade in regard to the recent action of 
the raliroad magnates in raising the rates of 
freight to the seaboard without giving the cus- 
tumary ten days’ notice. It was the first meet- 
ing of the Board since the advance in rates was 
announced; 

The Board of Directors of the Chicago Board 
of Trude baving beretofore withheld expression 
of opinion upon the merits or demerits of the 
organized system of poviling rajiway earnings 
between this city and the East, has aiso re- 
frained from criticism upon what is known as 
the Joint Executive Committee, as — oy of 
the said railway pool; but now declares the 
action of said Joint Executive Committee on 
the léth inst., in advancing the railway rates to 
tne East five cents per hundred pounds, to take 
effect April 14, 1881, without giving the usuaiten 
days’ notice, was in violation of the understand- 
ing existing between the said Executive Com- 
mittee and the public, and a positive breach of 
good faith toward the ip trade. This 
Board regards with alarm such viviation of the 
policy which nad previously been announced to 
the public by authority of the said Committee 
as an arbitrary abuse of power, and as 
calculated to visit undeserved and 
unavoidable hardship and loss upon the at 
trade of the West, whenever the whim of this 
secret conclave shall chose to enact it. The 
action of the said Joint Committee on the 16th 
inst. was such an act of treachery and tyranny 
as invites violence ia Europe, and should in- 
vite in this country the united and untiring et- 
fort of every citizen toward such commercial, 

litical, and legal relief as will ultimately de- 

iver the shipping industries of the West from 
the control of such unworthy power as now 
disregards its agreements, anc resorts to equivo- 
cation in the labored explanation; of its repre- 
sentatives in extenuation of its late unacounta- 
ble action. 

A prominent shipper stated that while the 
action of the railroadsin riising rates without 
giving the ordinary notice was all wrong, and 
inexcusable, he did not think the small shippers 
deserved much sympathy. They could have 
made contracts at the late break, 2% cents 

1u0 unds, if they had chosen 
like many others probably ex- 
ws see rates down to 20 cents, 
heu the freight was suddenly raised top cents 
they squealed. He did not think they bad lost 
unless they had acted on the supposition that 
rates were to be lower, which amounted to s 
ulation. It was customary when buying for 
shipment to arrange at the same time for the 
cars, and the rate current when this application 
was made was the one paid, so that probably the 
bulk of the grain purchased for shipment before 
the rise last week was forwarded at the old figure. 
Large shippers, the gentieman proceeded to say, 
would not contract at the open rute, because it 
did not give them sufficient margin. He under- 
stood that the railroads had made contracts at 
25 cents per 100 pounds for all the business they 
could do before the opening of navigation, and 
being filled up bad put the rate five cents high- 
er, e result had been increased shipment of 
grain within the past week. 

It is understood that the smaller class of ship- 
pers feel that the larger ones have been given 
the advantage by the railroads, which have 
made contracts with them at the lower figure, 
and then sprung rates to 30 cents on the unsus- 
pecting public. Some of the shippers have 
probably accepted orders based on the old rate, 
which they tind they must fill now ata higher 
one, which upsets their calculations and leaves 
them out in the cold. 


THE RIVER. 
BENEFICIAL EFFECT OF THE FLOOD. 

The floods in this part of the country are 
steadily subsiding. Although the water of the 
Chicago River extends out beyond the Crib at 
present, still the stream itself is not running 
with the rupid current which it had a few days 
ago, and its waters are beginning to resume 
their black and filthy hue, and are grad- 
ually losing the yellow tint which 
they got from the prairie soil that 
came down the Vesplaines and the canal. The 
water in the Desplaines is falling rapidiy, and it 
is believed that by this time it has gotten so low 
as not to flow. in any appreciabie quantities at 
least, into the canal. Canal Commissioner 
Glover was asked yesterday what he kuew about 
the steps taken by Superintendent Thomas to 
mend the break at Summit and to put the canal 
in condition for navigation. He stated that he 
bad not heard from him yesterday as to what he 
had done or proposed doing, but expected to 
hear from him that evening or this morning. 

During the hight of the flood, acti on the 
suggestion of THe TRIBUNE, City-Engineer 
Cregier had the South Branch dragged tur the 
purpose of suving as much dredge work as pos- 
sible, the current of the river bemg sufficiently 
strong to carry off all the stuff that wus leosened 
from the bottom of the river by the drags. Pre- 
cisely what good was done is not known, be- 
cause soundings have not beeu taken at the bad 
places, which are at the bridges, to see what the 
depth is there. As a general thing, a freshet isa 
great good to the river. It was a heavy 
treshet which broke through the sand-bar and 
made the present harbor mouth; and freshets 
of later years have done great in scouring 
out tbe stream. So the probability is that the 
present severe freshet, taken in connection 
with the dragging done, bas been a decided 
benefit to the river. Nod was done last 
year, owing to the excessive bids put in by the 
contractors; and nothing but a high stage of 
water made naviggtion possible at the bridges. 
In a short time soundings will be taken, and the 
precise benefit which the tiood has done will be 
ascertained. 


THE SEWER-PIPE RING, 
COMMISSIONER WALLER PERPLEXED. 

Com missioner Waller thinks that the Council 
erred Monday evening in not passing the emer- 
gency order allowing him to go into the open 
market to buy all the sewer-pipe needed by the 
city at not less than 60 per cént off card rates. 
Commissioner Waller is right,and both Ald. 
Everett and Ald. Clark stated the case correctly. 
It seems as though there was a corrupt sewer- 
pipe ring in the City Council. Itis certain that 
there is a ring of a dealers combined 
against the city, and Tun TRIBUNE reporter is 
cognizant of the fact. It is true that private 
buyers can go into the market and buy pipe at 
retail at ; r cent less 
can buy it for at y 
men who will not fight such attempted 
extortion deserve public condemnation. It is 
their duty to sustain Mr. Waller, who is earnest- 
ly striving to do his best for the city.

The Héalth 
Commissioner, Dr. De Wolf, still allows that am- 
bulance driver to come into the office. The 
Doctor said that it would be worse than ever 
hereatter. There is a way of doing business 
with this driver without allow him to roam 
about the office at all. If hon is anything in 
the theory that contagion can be carried in the 
clothing, this man can s d it by wholesale. 
Of course, vaccination a known preventive, 
but not all who come in to do business with the 
Health Office are vaccinated, and the driver 
brushes past them just the same.

Testimony Taken in the Fidelity 
Receiver Case. 


The Jones-Doggett ‘Suit Gone to 
the Jury at Last. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, 
Criminal Business, Ete. 


THE FIDELITY RECEIVER CASE. 

The hearing of testimony in support of the 
petition to remove Dr. V. A. Turpin, Receiver 
of the Fidelity Savings Bank, is progress ing 
slowly before Judge Jameson. 

The first witness yesterday was R. M. Hooley, 
who gave a full account of the efforts of Quin- 
lin and himself to clear up the title to the chea- 
tre and get alease of it. and of Quinlin's at- 
tempts to get a five-year lease in February, 1878, 
in violation of bis agreement with witness. The 
title to the theatre had been in Quialin to se 
cure him fora loan of $30,000 to Hooley. Both 
Quinlin and Hooley were owing the bank and 
they agreed to pay $300 a weck to it out of the 
first receipts of the box office until the whole 
indebtedness was rwed, as part 
of the arrangement — were to bave 
a five-years lease ot the theatre from July, 1877. 
at $10,000 a year. The lease was made to Quin- 
Un, who at Urst refused to recognize Hooley's 
rights, but soon after, under the pressure of a 
threatened application by Hooley to object to 
the iease, Quinlin gave Hooley a halt iuterest in 
the lease. He supposed the aweek war

The petition 
was drawn up by witness’ attorney, but the 
facts with reference to the Campbell and Hav- 
erly bids were stated to the Court fully at the 
time the application for confirmation was made, 
and the Court was fully informed. Witness did 
not think either Cam Is or Haverly's offer 
was made in good faith, and therefore was not 
in favor of accep them. Moreover witness 
was negotiating a settiement of all Quinlin's in- 
debtedness with the bank. This amounted to 
about $137,000, which was to be canceied on 
Quinlin's surrendering all his property inciud- 
ing the theatre. and receiving a five-years’ lease 
of the latter. The giving of the lease was part 
of the contract, and witness could not get a 
clear title to the theatre except by giving such 
lease. Dr. Turpin also denied that he had re- 
ceived the $300 a week rent for six months from 
Hooley and Quinlin, as Hooley testified. 

The dispute as to this payment of the $300 a 
week for six months raised a question of veraci- 
ty between Turpin and Hooley, and Judge Jame- 
son suid be thought for the interest of all par- 
ties Qugniin’s testimony should be taken to see 
if he could not throw some light on the point.

THE JONES-DOGGETT CASE. 
The trial of the case of J. W. Hersey for the 
use of A. M. Jones against Samuel J. Doggett 
was concluded yesterday before Judge Moran.

A. M. Jones was redalled on the same point 
and said that atthe time Dogyett stated he left 
the notes with him, be, Jones, did not have any 
safe. The only safe be ever bad 
in Chicago was the safe he bought from H. T. 
Jones of the 6th of June, 1876, which was not 
put into bis office until the i6thof June. He 
then went over again the history of bis transac- 
tions with Hersey. He said be haa only received 
$5,750 of mortgage paper besides the $750 note 
in controversy, instead of $5,450, as agreed; that 
he bad never been able to qilect any of it, eith- 
ér principal or interest, and even if all the notes 
— ali paid Hersey would still owe him over 

. 
Mr. Jones' testimony as tothe safe was corrobo- 
rated by that of S. C. Hayes and F. 8. Baird. 

Mr. Hersey, recalied, swore he did not owe 
Jones anything, but that Jones owed him be- 
tween $1,600 and 81.7 

This closed the evidence, and the summing-up 
wos made by W. B. Bradford and F. H. Collier 
for the defendant and Mr. George L. Paddock 
for platutitt. 

The case was then given to the jury about 5 
o'clock in the afterneon, and they were given 
leave to seal their verdict if they should agree.

He Is in Favor of Cobblestones as Op- 
posed te Wooden Blocks. 


Macadam, However, Seems to Suit Him 
Better than All the Rest. 


Much pressure ig being brought to bear on 
Mayor Harrison to induce bim to veto what is 
known as the “ cobblestone ordinance,"’ and a 
TRIBUNE reporter had a talk with him yesterday 
on the subject with a view of learning whether 
be intended to yield, and, if not. what his rea- 
sous were for sustaining the ordinance. 

“I will not tell,” said be, what I shall do. 
but I'll gladly give you some information which 
I think the public ought to have.” 

„My pencil is sharp.” 

Well, the ‘ cobbiestone ordinance’ isa mis- 
nomer. It is true that cobblestones can be put 
down under its provisions, but power is given 
the Commissioner of Public Works to compe: 
the laying of any other stone, be baving discre- 
tionary power to decide upon the kind of pave- 
ment on any street or any section of a street.” 

“ Wasn't this ordinance 

A PET OF YouRs ?” 

“ When it was about coming before the Coun- 
cill was dissatistied with it, feeling that if it 
was passed in the shape it was 1 should be 
forced to veto it. So 1 sent for the Presidents of 
the street-railway companies, and told them 
my troubles and asked them to get a postpone- 
ment of acuon. One of my difficulties was the 
supposition thatthe companies hada contract 
with the people which bound the railroads to 
put between the tracks pavement similar to that 
in the rest of the street. But I was disa- 
bused of that idea by a _  consulta- 
tion with Mr. Adams, sugested by 
the railroad officials. 1 found that no or- 
dipance had ever been passed giving a fruuchise 
to the companies which contained such a con- 
tract. The people petitioned for a railroad, and 
the Council and the company entered into a 
contract requiring the railroad to pave between 
their tracks with material like that in the re- 
muinder of the street; but that contract could 
be altered or abrogated at any time by the par- 
ties,—by the people, represented by the Couucil, 
or the railroads, The Council bas a perfect right 
to make the cumpanies pave the space occupied 
by weir tracks ju such a manner as the Council 
may deem for the best interests of the city.

PUBLIC WORKS. 


Summary of Commissioner Wal- 
ler's Report for 1880. 


What Has Been Done in Regard to 
Gas, Water, Street-Paving, Etc. 


_ Following is a summary of the report of the 
Commissioner of Public Works for the yoar 
ending Dec. 31, 1880: 

The entire work of the department during the 
year 1880, condensea into aggregates for quick 
and exusy eu ainudion, calculation, and com- 
perison, was us follows: 

STREET WORK. 

Streets paved and improved, 96,955 feet. as fol- 
lows: With wooden blocks, 72,24 feet; macad- 
am, 13,152; stone, 1,036; graveling, 1.783; oak 
plank ing, 1,085; curb wall and Ulling, 6,921; curb 
stone and filling, 703; total, 18 miles, or 95.955 
feet; costing for the city’s part, $145,447, and by 
local assessments. $58,921. About — mites 
of sidewalks were built during the year 1880. of 
which about thirty-cight miles were built of wood 
and two miles of stone or concrete. 

STREET-CLEANING. 

Sixteen hundred and eighty-three miles of 
street-cleaning was done by contract during the 
year 188), at M. per mile. Three buudred 
and eiguty-uve miles of unimproved. sfrects 
were graded and otberwise worked upou during 
the yeur. Niue miles of macadam and cindered 
streets were repaired. 

The whole amount expended for street re- 
pairs and cleaning was as follows: In South 
Division, $60,641; in West Division, $72,649; in 
North Division. $24,502; total $157,823. 

GAS-LAMPS. 

At the close of the year 1830, the whole num- 
ber of street-lamps in the city was 11,080, dis- 
tributed as follows: In West Division, 5,666; in 
South Division, 3.153; in North Division, 2,271; 
total, 1108. The whole number of street-lamps 
repaired during the year was 16,401. The average 
breakage was il per day. The whole expense of 
the Street-Lamp Department for materia!s and 
labor, including lawp-posts, was $11,257. The 
lighting of the city cost as follows: Chicago 
Gas Company's bill, $116,988; People's Gas Com- 
pany’s bill, $137,898; total, $254,882. 

WATER-W ORKS. 

The whole quantity of water pipes laid during 
the year 1830 was 57,245 teet. t the pumping- 
works, North Side (four engines), the total quan- 
tity of water pugaped during the year Was 12. 
354.008.9U6 gallons. The daily average was about 
83,250,000 gallons (nearly 3.250. b per day more 
than in lor. During the month of June the 
daily average was 6. 0,000.

Miss Corson’s Lectures and Experi- 
ments : Yesterday. ° 


Natural Surprise at the Smalluess of 
the Attendance. 


„How do you account for the shocking apathy 
the ladies are displaying towards the Cooking 
Course? Mr. Carpenter asked yesterday of one 
of the most intelligent and cuitured ladies in 
Miss Corson's class. The question was a very 
natural one, for, though the lecture which had 
just been concluded was one of the most prac- 
tical and entertaining of the course, it had only 
succeeded in getting an audience of about twea- 
ty-five ladies. 

“T cannot tell,” the lady answered, unless it 
is that the Chicago ladies all consider them- 
selves such good cooks that they cannot learn 
anything about cooking. Now, lam a cook, and 
yet I bave traveled 200 miles in order to take 
advantage of Miss Corson's valuable instruc- 
tion.” 

“In St. Louis, Miss Corsun’s lectures were 
eminently successful,” Mr. Carpenter suggested. 

“I think that pains were taken there to in- 
terest leading ladies of the city to secure the 
excellent attendance which insted through her 
course there, the lady remarked. 

‘Possibly that is where I have made a mis- 
take, Mr. Carpenter rejoined, 1 should have 
done that or nave had the lectures partially de- 
voted to some charitable object. With some 
meretricious or worthy attachment to the course 
it migut have been made more successful. I am 
afraid that the ladies fall very far short of a 
full appreciation of Miss Corson's abilities as an 
exponent of cooking. At the very beginning of 
her lectures several ladies waited upon me and 
complained because cabinet pudding was among 
one of the subjects of afuture lecture. They 
said that they knew all about cabinet 
pudding, and consequentiy bad nothi 
to learn on the subject. 1 represente 
their views to Miss Corson, who very quietly 
said that she did not think she could 
make any change in the course. She did not, 
and at the close of the lecture the very ladies 
who made the complaint came to me and ac- 
knowledged that they had never known until 
then what cabinet pudding really was. But the 
public also is apathetic. For the free lecture to 
workingpeople's wives there were issued 7U0 
tickets, and only 150 of them were presented at 

the door.“ N 
BLANQUETTE OF LAMB 


was the opening subject of Miss Corson's yester- 
day morning lecture. : 

The lamb is first cut into small pieces.“ Miss 
Corson explained, “after which it is placed in 
the pot and brought to a boil, and the water is 
then drawn off anda white sauce is made of a 
portiog of it. The lamb is then returned to the 
pot, boiling until tender and seasoning. with salt 
and white pepper. There is aiso added a beaten 
raw egg and some chopped parsiey.” 

The next preparation was a boiled pike, which 
Miss Corson explained can be boiled either in 
meat liquid or wine. She, however, used a dress- 
ing of three tablespoons (equal to one gill) of 
vinegar in water. The fish was dressed in the 
shape ofa letter O by passing the caudal fin 
through the mouth and making it reappear 
through.the gill. Before putting the fish down 
to boil spe added to the water a teaspoon of 
whole cloves, one of whole pepper, one bay leaf, 
and a tablespoon of salt, explaining that half a 
lemoa might be added at the discretion of the 
cook. The fish was then boiled for half an 
hour. 

The fish was then dressed with sauce, 
which is the same as white sauce, with the ad- 
dition of two hard-boiled eggs chopped fine. In 
plucing the fish upon the plate Miss Corson 
peeled it and filled the centre of it with gravy, 
after which she ornamented the dish with pars- 
ley and stewed lemon. 

„For gravy-soup,” said the lecturer, use 
one pound of bone and meat for each quart of 
soup.“ She then took of veai and beef one-half 
pound each, and of ham a quarter ot a pound, 
cutting the meat up very une so that the juice 
should be thoroughly extracted. The bones were 
broken. She then placed a tabiespoon of butter 
ina saucepan and fried the meat a rich, light 
brown, and then added to the saucepan the 
bones, the vegetabies, consisting of an onion 
stuck with twelve cloves, a carrot, and a turvip, 
which were simply peeled, not cut, and a bou- 
quet of herbs. The whole was then covered 
with water and cooked for two hours and 
skimmed as often as needed. 

“When the soup is thoroughly done,” Miss 
Corson said. strain it and remove the grease 
by using brown paper if the soup is to be used 
immediately.” 

The last dish described was an orange omelet. 

“For this.” said Miss Corson, take three 
eggs, bent the yelksand whites separately. With 
the ve mix a teaspvon of powdered sugar, 
about a teaspoon of orange juice, and a very 
littke—about a teaspoon—of grated orauge-rind. 
Beat the whites to a stiff frotb. When you have 
everything ready mix together the whites and 
yelka of the egys, put in a frying-pao and lift 
the beaten white and yelks of the egg from the 
bottom of the pan and beapitup in the middie 
until the omelet is done as much as you like it, 
—which is a matter of individual taste.“ 

By way of exposition, Miss Corson made an 
omelet with one egg, remarking chat three 
exgs are ordinarily as much as one can take care 
of in an omeliet. 

THE EPICUREAN COURSE. 

The first articie on the bill-of-fare yesterday 
afternoon was “bouillon.” which Miss Corson 
said wasa clear, strong soup for — — 
The meat to be used was veal, beef. and ghicken, 
a pound for each pint ot soup. This weight did 
not refer to solid meat, but to meat and bone. The 
bone was to be placed on the bottom of the pot, 
then the beef or veal, and then the chicken, all 
of which was to be covered with cold water and 
brought to the boiling point. It was then to be 
skimmed and the desired vegetables added, after 
which it was to boil Slowly for five or six bours, 
— oan be strained into an earthen vessel to 
cVOl. a 

* Boned chicken, apple compte.“ was the 
nexttbing onthe bill. Miss Corson gave the 
necessary directions while paring the appies and 
slicing them into quarters. T she said, 


‘ake, 
a pound of sugar and apint of water for a 
half-dozen apples; cook the sugar and water 
while the appies are being pared, forming a 


s\rup. If any scum rises it must be removed. 
The apples should be dropped in by degrees and 
boiled down till the sugar will jelly. It is then 


to ae geass from the apples and allowed to 
Cool. 

Miss Corson proceeded to bone a chicken, de- 
scribing each stage of the operation. She ad- 
vised her pupils to choose a chicken or turkey 
with unbroken skin. By this time the gas- 
stoves on the platform were vigorously at work. 
and fragrant fumes were rising from the bouillon 
and the apple compdéte, Miss Corson leaving her 
boned chicken at intervals to stab the segments 
of apple witha fork. She then took a sharp 
knite and made a cut down the back through 
the skin but not through the done. 
Then with small knife 
she cut the skin 
the bone, keeping the knife close to 
bone. When the joints are rea:hed she said 
they must be dislocated, but the bones of the 
legs and wings must not be removed. Just over 
the breast it is difficult to do the boning nicely, 
us the skin is so thin that it is liable to break. 
When the flesh is removed the bones must be 
taken out of the wings and legs. The flesh will 
then be ready to stuff, and the carcass should be 
used for making stock. Tho stuffing or forced 
meatis made of equal parts of lean veal and 
lean pork chopped fine, or chicken may be sub- 
stituted for pork if preferred. The seasoning 
for the forced meat is nade as follows: For one 
pound, take one egg, a teaspoonful of salt, a 
teaspoonful of mixed spice, and a glass of wine. 
The latter may, however, be dispensed with. 
The bonod fowl was then spread with alternate 
layers of forced meat and delicate slices of liver 
and salt pork, and the whole smothered witu 
mushrooms. A tew well-directed stitches with 
a needie a foot long, first closing up the two ex- 
tremities and, then the longitudinal incision, 
hnizhed the preliminaries, and the package was 
bundied up in a towel and tied neatly at the 
ends. It was then placed in the stock to be 
boiled balf an hour tothe pound of original 
fowl. Like most of the preparations time did 
not permit ot its completion at yesterday's ses- 
sion, but it will be taken up next time: 

“ Potatoes Farcie"’ was described, Miss Corson 
paring some potatoes of even size. These were 
then dug out with a spoon, the excavated por- 
tion being mashed=and seasoned with pepper, 
butter, and salt. and placed back in the potato 
shell. The cover which had been sliced off was 
put back, the stuffed potatoes sprinkled with 
cracker dust, and baked in a hot oven. 

For Mobile roast oysters, use deep oyster- 
shells, and beat them in the oven until the sheils 
begin to sale off. In each shell put half a tea- 
spoonful of butter, a dust of pepper, and a little 
salt. Drop an oyster in each shell, turning it 
once, and serve in the shell. 

At this point Miss Corson @ressed another 
chicken for the bouillon, showing how it could 
be drawn without breaking the entraiis or 
mangling the fowl. 

The upple compéte and the roast oysters wero 
passed ton he thirty-five ladies, who pronounced 
them marvels of culinary exquisitness.

THE CITY FUNDS. 


Why Should Not the Treasurer Report 
the Banks Where They Are Depos- 
ited. 

At the meeting of the Council a week ago 
Monday, Ald. Burley offered an amendment to 
that article of the Revised Ordinances relative 
tothe duties of the City Treasurer, 
that that officer should specify in his monthly 
statements to the Controller the banks in which 
the city funds were by him deposited, accom- 
panying this statement with a certiticate from 
each of the banks where had deposits to the ef- 
fect that the sum mentioned was actually in 
bank. Mr. Burley’s experience had taught him 
the advisability of sucha precautionary measure 
as this. Had such a provision been incor- 
porated in the city ordinances prior to 
1873, the Gage defaication never would 
have occurred. The Coatroller would have 
been in a position, if such wports had been 
madeto bim, to keep exact track of the city 
moneys, and to see that the Treasurer actually 
und them in hand. This amendment to the 
ordinance was defeated, however. The Alder- 
men who voted against it were: Wickersham, 
Sanders, Ballard. Watkins, McAuley, Burke, 
Culberton, Riordan, Hildreth, Lawler, Purcell, 
Peevey, McNurney, Schroeder, Young and, Bar- 
rett—16. 

This made a tie, and the Mayor, casting his 
vote in the negative, defeated the proposition. 
THELR REASONS. 

Soon after the Council meeting in question, 
the Mayor was interviewed upon the subject, 
and stated that at the time be voted he had not 
thought the matter over, and bis vote had, 
therefore, been cast after very burried con- 
sideration; but that, on reflection, he was sutis- 
fied that he had pursued the proper 
course. It was not wise, he thought, 
to recognize in any manner whatever 


— 


the fact that the Treasurer deposited his money 


in banks. There was a fiction somewhere ex- 
tant that the money balances of the city are 
actually in the hands of be City Treasurer. The 
law contemplates that. The passage of the ordi- 
nance would have been, by implication, a recog- 
nition of the City Treasurer's right to put tbe 
money belonging to the cityin bank. ‘The sec- 
tion would have been wholly useless. 

Yesterday a reporter spoke to some of the 
negative Aldermen who happened to be around 
the City-Hall, for the purpose of tinding out 
what induced them to vote aguinst so salutary a 
provision. 

Ald. Lawler said in regard to it: “I voted 
aguinstit. I voted against it because it was a 
Republican measure. 1 was a Republican once 
myself—when I held office. | opposed it because 
J saw no money init. There is never any money 
for an Alderman in a Republican scheme. 1 
never gave the thing a thought outside of that. 
Burley has been blowing his horn so much in the 
Courcil that I think he ought to be sat down on. 
That'salli know. You can write anything else 
about me you d— please.“ 

Aid. Schroeder said that if such a law was 
passed it would be aguinst the interests of the 
city. For the past year be knew that the Con- 
troller and Mayor had made monthly examina- 
tions of the Treasurer's accounts. 

Aid. Sanders said: “I bave been on the 
Finance Committee three years. We always 
have examined the Treasurer's accounts every 
three months, and that is often enough. The 
Controller and Mayor look after them oftener, 
but this ordinance would only be a recognition 
of the City Treasurer's right to deposit the 
money and receive interest on it, which lam 
opposed to.“ 

Ald. Purcell said the same thimg, and several 
other Aldermen who were interrogated on 
the subject agreed with Ald. Sanders 
that they did not think it was proper to recog- 
nize the fact that the City Treasurer 
deposited his money in a bank or anywhere 
except in the vault which was supposed tu be 

rovided for its accommodation in the City 

reasurer’s olfice in the City-Hall Building. 
Whether these reasons are in all cases the true 
ones it is difficult to say. From the fact that 
among those who voted for Ald. Buriey's 
amendment are some of the most sensible, 
most experienced, aud most business-like mem- 
bers of the Counci!, while among those who 
voted against it are some of those who have 
had the least to do with business of a respect- 
able nature, the presumption is that the reason 
assigned by these men is not the one which 
— influenced their action or dictated their 
Otes.

The Convention 
labored with varying fortunate until balf-past 
4 o'clock in the afternvon, when, after ap- 
pointing Messrs. W. R. Croweil, James Hen- 
dricks, and John Goodwin a Committee of Ap-

curred. 

The session of the second day began at 11 a. 
m. yesterday. The first business in order was 
the report of the Committee on Apportionment. 
This gave rise to much discussion, and was 
finally adopted in amended form by a unani- 
mous vote, Making 100 the basis, the apportion- 
ment of shares to each Company is as ollows:
